alteration of any building or struc-
ture contrary to the provisions of
this ordinance:

Each application for a building
permit hereafter filed with the
City of Torrance shall be wmeccom-
panied by a plan or print of the
building to be erected and a state-
ment of the purpose for which
such building is to be used which
shall be kept on file in the office
of the building inspector.

Section 19. Defining the *Words

“Lot” and “Property”

The word “lot” ‘as used in this
Ordinance sh&ll mean a single par-
cel of land as deseribed in the
deed -of the owner. In any pro-
ceeding for changing a- district, a
lot or parcel of land may be de-
scribed by specifying the exterior
boundaries thereof, -or by giving
the lot and block numbers accord-
ing to the officlal map thereof on
file in the office of the County
Recorder, or by any other method
which will .clearly. indicate the
property - intended to be changed.
The word “Property” as herein
used shall be deemed to mean real
property or lands, together with
any improvements thercon.
Section 20. Enforcement Penalties

Any person, firm or corporation
violating any of the provisions of
this ordinance shall be guilty of a
misdemeanor and upon conviction
thereof shall be punishable by a
fine of not more than three hun-
dred dollars ($300), or by im-
prisonment in the city prison for
a_ period of not more than six (6)
months, or by both such fine and
imprisonment. Each such person,
firm or corporation shall be
deemed guilty of a separate of-
fense- for each and every day dur-
ing any portion of which any vio-
lation of any provision of this
Ordinance is committed, continued
or permitted by such person, firm
or corporation, and sball be pun-
ishable accordingly.

Section 21, Unconstitutionality

If any section, subsection, sen-
tence, clause, or phrase of this
Ordinance is for any reason held
to be unconstitutional, such hold-
ings shall not affect the validity
of the remaining portion of the
Ordinance. The City Council
hereby declares that it would have
passed this Ordinance, and each
section, sub-sectlon, sentence,
clause and phrase thereof, irre-
spective of the fact that any one
or more sections, sub-sections, sen-
tences, clauses or phrases be de-
clared unconstitutional,

Section 22 .

The City Clerk shall certify to
the adoption of the foregoing Or-
dinance and shall cause the same
to be pubMshed once in the Tor-
rance Herald, a weekly newspaper
printed, published and ecirculated
in the City of Torrance, and there-
upon and thereafter this ordinance
shall be in full force and effect.
